BAWERSFIELD, Calif.— 


(AP)—Two sharp earthquake 
jolts hit Bakersfield early to- 
day, starting two <, fires and 
sending frightened residents 
into the streets as windows 
broke and bricks fell from 
previously damaged buildings.

throughout Southern California, in- 
cluding the Los Angeles area, but 
were strongest in Bakersfield. 


A number of patients were eva- 


cuated from the County Hospital 
here. 
One six-room house was 


badly damaged when a gas line to 
a water heater was broken by the 
tremor, the county fire department 
reported. A portion of the roof of 
a machine shop collapsed. 


Sheriffs Sgt. Carl Weber said 


he believed the shock was as In- 
tense but didn't last as long as 
the July 21st earthquake that left 
a toll of 13 dead, 12 of them in 
Kern county.

Soil Need Not 
Be Ruined by 
Corn: Ag Prof 


URBANA—Farmers can main 


tain thsir soil fertility, and even 
build it up. while growing corn, 
But they will need to change some 
of their cropping practices. 


S. W. Melsted, University of Il- 


linois 
agronomist, 
says 
we've 


thought of corn as being "hard" 
on the soil because it removes so 
many nutrients and destroys or- 
janic matter. 


But if our practices 
include 


replacing the nutrients and build- 
ing up the organic matter, there's 
nothing about corn that is hard on 
the soil, he explains. 


Continuous working and culti- 


vating of the ground needed for 
growing corn does destroy organic 
matter. But you can prevent part 
ol that destruction, according to 
Melsted, by growing legume or 
small grain crops between the corn 
rows. 


These intercrops will also help 


keep the soil from washing and 
keep down weeds, he says. 


More Fertilizer 
Used in Illinois 


Illinois 
farmers 
used 
560,025 


tons of fertilizer for growing their 
crops in 1951, the Middle West 
Soil Improvement committee re 
ports in a statement based on sta 
tistics compiled by the Nationa 
Fertilizer association. 
This was 


an 86,504 ton increase over the 
1950 consumption. 


The state's 1951 fertilizer con 


sumption was eight times greater 
than in 1941, when 70,039 tons were 
used. 
Thirteen corn-belt states 


used 5,193.208 tons of plant foo< 
last year, compared with 4.951. 
133 tons in 1950, an increase o 
242,075 tons. Ten years ago thses' 
states used only 1,520,340 tons.

Demos to Stress Prosperity; 
GOP Avoiding Pitfalls of >48 


Both political parties will prob 


ably be talking a cautious middle, 
of-the-road program in the 1952 
elections. 


No single farm question appears 


be of overriding importance in 
is year's political scene, accord- 


ing to the August issue of Success- 
ful Farming magazine. Earlier this 
year, it appeaVed that price con 
trols might be the chief issue in 
the election. The fact that most 
prices are 
still running beloxv 


ceilings has caused the issue to 
fade into the political background. 


Demos Won Farmers 


The Democrats won many far- 


£ner votes in the 1948 elections 
over the issue of government-own- 
ed grain-storage facilities. Repub- 
lican Congressmen had killed a 
provision for building or buying 
new government bins. President 
Truman and Secretary Brannan 
made it appear that the Repub- 
licans were attempting to sabotage 
the whole program. 


This year, the Republicans are 


being careful not to get in such 
An embarrasing situation. A 10- 


stat« conference of Republican 
farm leader* issued a statement 
of policy for the guidance of the 
GOP convention on a farm plank. 
It marked out no new ground in 
farm policy. In fact, it was an in- 
direct endorsement of most of the 
programs now in effect. 


Wooing in 3 Categories 


The attempt to win the farm vote 


by Republicans and 
Democrats 


will probably fall into two categor- 
ies. The Democratic strategy will 
be a "look at the record" of farm 
prosperity, rather than any attempt 
to push forward any new programs. 


You can expect to hear much 


ado about the rise in farm pros- 
perity from Democratic campaign- 
ers. They'll claim 
government 


farm programs are the happy 
cause of farm prosperity. They will 
not refer to influence of World

Oats Okayed 
As Fattener 
In Ration 


URBANA—If a corn shortage is 


creating a hog-fattening problem 
on your farm you can use oats in 
the ration to replace part or all 
of the corn. 


G. R. Carlisle, livestock special- 


ist in the Illinois College of Agri- 
culture, says you can maintain 
normal rate of gain by feeding a 
ration containing two-thirds corn 
and one-third oats plus supple- 
ment. 
In this ration 100 pounds 


of oats has the same feed value as 
80 pounds of corn. 


As the amount of ground oats in 


the ration is increased. thevrate of 
gain of growing-fattening pigs goes 
down. Rate of gain will fall about 
one-fourth if you change the ra- 
tion to one-fourth corn and three- 
'ourths oats plus supplement. 


Increasing the amount of oats 


tvill also lower the per pound value 
of the oats. 


Carlisle 
advises 
using 
finely 


ground oats for best results. Tests 
lave shown that on the average 
.vhole oats are worth only 75 per 
ent as much as ground oats for 
-oung pigs.

In 1925 the average production 


of cows on test in DHIA was 7,480 
pounds of milk and 282 pounds of 
buttcrfat. 


Fifteen of the 87 associations in 


the state averaged over 400 pounds 
of biittcrfat per cow in 1951, com- 
pared with nine the year before 
and six in 1949. 


Of the 1,732 herds on test, 565 


had an average of more than 400 
pounds of fat. Thirty-eight aver- 
aged over 500 pounds and 527 be- 
tween -100 and 500 pounds.

For a time it looked-as if explosive Iran might be on the 


way to settling her many and serious problems in a manner 
which the West might look upon with favor 


• The new premier, Ahmed Ghavam es-Sultaneh, was be- 


lieved to be pro-Western and had set as his principal goal the 
settlement of Iran's oil dispute with Britain. 


The United States had just launched a $22 million Point 


Four program for Iran this year. The money was to be used 
to bolster almost non-existent programs of health, rural edu- 
cation, and agricultural extension in the impoverished 


C°UDBut Ghavam didn't last long enough" to make even a start 
in settling the oil dispute. He was forced to flee for his life 
from rioting crowds protesting his appointment and the de- 
position of former premier Mohammed Mossadegh. 


Shah Mohammed Riza Pahlevi was forced to bring the 


aging Mossadegh back as premier. 
. 


What doesn't look so good fof Western interests is the 


fact that the forces which ejected Ghavam and brought Moss- 
adeeh back are a combination ranging from the extremely 
nationalist Moslem Combatants to the Tudeh Communist 


The latter joined the forces for Mossadegh with the idea 


of forming a united front against "British and American im- 
perialism." The disturbing thing here is that the extreme 
Moslem nationalists had been considered one of the strongest 
barriers against Communism in Iran. 


Most Iranians have no great love for the West, but at the 


same time they have even less for the Communists. So what 
Is Mossadegh's position to be now in regard to the Commu- 
nists, who helped bring him back into power? 


In general, Mossadegh is backed by the extreme nation- 


ists and religious fanatics who don't want anybody interfer- 
ing in Iranian affairs—Westerners, Communists or anyone 
else. These forces are violently against any deal which would 
enable the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., to get another foothold in 


Against the Mossadegh,f<>t;ceB are .those represented by 


the Shah and Ghavam. Theylnclude the army and wealthy 
landholders. 
" ' 
They, too, don't like the West particularly, but they hate 


and fear communism more. They had tried to work out some 
deal whereby Iran's great, idle oil industry could be put back 
into operation as a paying proposition to stave off the immi 
nent threat of national bankruptcy. 


Dispatches from Iran reported that most Iranians be 


lieved the United States had been instrumental in Mossa 
degh's leaving the government and in getting Ghavam in 
But our ambassador there said this country had no concern 
in the matter. 
But meantime there was agitation at a Communist-spon 


sored rally to kick out of Iran American military advisers 
and Point Four- officials. 


Which brings up this entirely pertinent point: what now 


happens to that $22 million Point Four program the United 
States was trying to rush through in Iran this year? It wa 
an important gamble which could have resulted in som 
friendship for America at a world trouble point where it is 
badly needed. What happens to it now seems just about 
entirely up to Mossadegh.

There is little reason to be- 
lieve that work, diet, or anything 
of that tiort has any direct bearing 
on tic douloureux, nor that chang- 
es in any of these have, any definite 
effect on decreasing the attacks. 


Treatment with medicines Is not 


particularly satisfactory; the stand- 
ard treatment for severe cases is 
surgery of the nerve root. The dis- 
ease Is not fatal, nor likely to lead 
to complications other than the per- 
sistence of the pain with conse- 
quent disturbance of sleep, fatigue 
and exhaustion. It Is a most un- 
pleasant thing.

clear the actions and policy of the 
Humane Society and to remove 
some of the false impressions we 
find are in the minds of many peo- 
ple who contact us. 


It has come to our attention that 


there are some who believe that 


because we are members of a na- 
tional organization we get financial 
aid from a national headquarters. 
The Friends to Animals Humane 
Society in Dixon has NO source of 
income other than the money we 
receive from membership fees and 
donations given by kindhearted 
citizens who have taken an in- 
terest in the work that we are do- 
ing. 


In the lew months that the so- 


ciety has been organized we have 
had four cases of child cruelty re- 
ported to us. 
Which cases have 


been thoroughly investigated. Over 
100 animals have been taken care 
of (cats and dogs). 


At the present time there are 52 


dogs and six cats at the tempor- 
ary shelter near Grand Detour. 
Several persons have criticized the 
society for asking a fee for the ani- 
mals taken as pets by new owners. 


On July 14th, Larry Andrews, 


field executive from New York 
was in Dixon and advised the of 
ficers of the society that every 
animal placed by the organization 
MUST be in a perfect physical con 
dition before being allowed to leave 
the shelter. 
Each animal must 


have three distemper shots, each 
female must be spayed. 


Each shot given cost $2, each 


female spayed cost $5. Which gives 
the society an Investment of $6 
in each male animal and $14 in 
each female. 
I do not believe 


any animal has been sold for the 
amount invested in it yet. 


The money received for the ani 


mals goes to buy food for those 
still in the shelter. 
This is the 


only way we have at present to 
reimburse the 
society 
for the 


money spent to place a disease 
free animal in Dixon homes. 


The public should realize that the 


Humane 
Society's 
method wil' 


soon rid Dixon of stray dogs roam 
ing the streets because by taking 
the spayed females from the shel 
ter there is no danger of litter 
after litter of unwanted pups being 
turned loose or given to careless 
owners. 


At the present the society is bad 


ly in need of a used pick-up truck 
to transport the animals to the 
shelter and the sick ones to the 
vet. 
We are proud of the many 


letters and phone calls that we get 


^raising our work and we hope to 
ery shortly have a well built 


comfortable 
permanent 
shelter 


We would be most grateful if each 
person writing us would put a 
:heck of any size in their letters 
as a donation to help with the 
work we are doing. 


There are many lovely animals 


at the shelter begging to be taken 
nto homes for pets. Some even 
have 1952 license tags on them, 
do hope that this will clear up an> 
false impressions as to our sourc 
of income and if any one wishe 
to give the shelter any financia 
aid it will be greatly appreciated

NEW YORK-(NKA)-There an 


11 million men and women ove 
65 in our population today. Mon 
than half of these are living with 
relatives. Thus, there is created 
a tremendous problem that's com 
mon to people throughout the coun 
try. 


What's the solution to the prob 


lem of aging parents? Is there a. 
solution? Two experts in the field 
Kdith M. Stern and Dr. Mabe! 
Ross, think there is. 
• . 


They've done a great deal of 


research and, as a result of it. 
they don't think there's one solu 
tion that will work for each indi- 
vidual problem. Rather, they think 
that solutions must be worked out 
for every old person and the rela< 
lives concerned. 


Each person who has the prob- 


lem of aging parents feels that his 
problem is unique, Mrs. Stern and 
Dr. Ross point out in their recently 
published book. "You and Your 
Aging Parents." 
But actually, 


you've lots of company. 


More than half of these elderly 


people live with relatives. KS we 
said. 
And not all of them are 


happy, by any means. They^havc 
made unwelcome and unhappy ad- 
justments because they couldn't 
seem to work out any other solu- 
;ions. 


But are there other solutions? 


Edith M. Stern: "When your 
parents are acing, it's the most 
natural thine In the world for 
you to be troubled." 


Mrs. Stern and Dr. Ross think 
here are many. 
Some of the possibilties include 


a housekeeper for your parents, an 
arrangement for them to board 
vith some congenial family, a 
boarding house where they will 


have friends of their own ajf«, or 
even roomers in 
your 
parenta' 


household, 
provided 
they have 


adequate domestic help. 


These suggestions undoubtedly 


will seem heartless and cold to 
many people, who feel that th« 
only place for elderjy people ia 
with their sons or daughters. 


But is it? Is it the best, the hap- 


piest arrangement for everyone? 
Mrs. Stern and Dr. Rosa don't 
think that it invariably is. 


"Few human being* want to 


give up and be tended at any 
age," Mrs. Stern says. "The evi- 
dence indicates that old people 
don't really enjoy being sat down 
to do nothing but cat and rest." 


Possibly your idea of what your 


parents' lives should be doesn't 
quite check with theirs. In that 
case, you should try to allow them 
to live much, as they please, with- 
out insistence on "taking them in" 
or "giving them a home." 


It's better, by far, to give them 


'inancial assistance in their own 
>ome than it is to disrupt their 
lives and yours by insisting that 
;hey move in with you.

ment of a threatened aluminum 
strike and speed-up of steel pro 
(iuction put the nation's economy on 
fiim footing today for the first time 
in two months. 


A walkout of 15,000 CIO steel- 


workers at nine plants of the giant 
Aluminum Company of America 
was averted Monday night by an 
llth hour settlement.

The 
Reds claimed they had "inherited" 
them when the Chiang Kai-Shek 
government fled to Formosa. Chen- 
nault asserted he had bought them 
from the Nationalists. 


In Hong Kong, police ousted Chi-
